Whereas doubts may exist whether the richt 
called Copyright can be enforeed by the Common 
Law of England in those parts of the ‘Lerrtones 
subject to the Government of the Kast India Com- 
pany into which the Common Law of Lowland has 
been introduced . 


And whereas doubts may exist whether the said 
right can be enforced by virtue of the principles 
of equity and good conscience in the other parts 
of the Jerritomes subject to the Government of 
the East India Company: 

And whereas for the encouragement of learning 
it 18 desirable that the existence of the said right 
should be placed beygnd doubt, and that the said 
right should be made capable of easy eufurcement 
in every part of the said Territories . 


‘~~ Apd whereag itis dgubtful whether the Act of 

Parhament 5 and 6 Victoria C. 45, entitled 
“an Act to amend the Law of Copyright,” although 
such Act extend to every part of the British Do- 
minions, has made appropriate and sufficient pro- 
vision for the enforcement in every part of the 
said Territories subject to the Government of the 
East India Company of the said night by proprie- 
tors thereof: and whether the said Act of Parlia- 
ment has made provision for the enforcement of 
the said right by or against any persons not heing 
subject to the jurisdiction of the Courts establish- 
ed by Her Majesty’s Charter.

Whereas the jurisdiction of the Court of Ite- 
uests for the Recovery of Small Debts in and for 
he Settlement of Fort William in Bengal, 1s limit- 
d to suits brought for the recovery of Debts not 
xceeding 400 Sicca Rupees, and whereas it 1s not 
xpedient that the jurisdiction of the said Court of 
tequests should be extended : 


And whereas it is inconvenient to the people to

IT. And itis enacted, that the said Subordinate 
Civil Court shall consist of as many Commissioners 
as to the Governor of Bengal shall from time to 
time scem meet, and that each of the Commissioners 
sitting separately shall exercise all the jurisdiction 
and powers herein conferred upon the said Subor- 
dinate Civil Court, except the power of making 
Rules under Section XXV. of this Act.

And it is enacted, that one of the Com- 
missioners being a Barrister of five years standing, 
shall be the Chief Commissioner.

V. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful for 
the Governor of Bengal to appoint such and so 
many Ministerial Officers as to him sifall seem 
necessary for the efficient performance of the 
business of the said Court, and that each of the 
said Officers shall receive such Salary as to the 
Governor General in Council shall seem meet. 


VI. And it is enacted, that the said Subor- 
dinate Civil Court shall have jurisdiction over all 
causes of Action, for which an Action may be main- 
tained on the Plea Side of the said Supreme Court, 
where the debt, damages, or value of the property 
for which such Action may be brought does not 
exceed the following amounts, that is to say, where 
the Action is brought, to recover any property for 
which an Action of Ejectment may be maintained in 
the said Supreme Court, the amount of Two Hundred 
Company’s Rupees per annum, where the Action 
is brought for any malicious arrest, maliciously 
holding to Bail or for any other malicious prosecu- 
tion, or for any Libel or Slander, or for any Assault, 
Battery, or fulse imprisonment, the amount of Three 
Hundred Company’s Rupees, and in all other 
Actions the amount of One Thousand Company’s 
Rupees.

VII. And it is enacted, that the jurisdiction of 
the said Subordinate Civil Court shall also extend 
to the recovery of the unliquidated Balance of a 
Partnership Account, to the extent of Five Hun- 
dred Company’s Rupees if the Plaintiff shall be 
content to limit his claim to the recovery of that 
amount. 


VIII. And it is enacted, that the jurisdiction 
of the said Subordinate Civil Court shall also ex- 
tend to the recovery, against any Executor or Ad- 
ministrator or other Representative of any deceas- 
ed testate, or intestate person of any demand not 
exceeding the amount of Five Hundred Company’s 
Rupees for any distributive share of any proper- 
ty under an intestacy, or of anv legacy, or residue 
or share of a residue, under a Will, if the plaintiff 
shall be content to limit his claim to the recovery 
of that amount in respect of such share or residue 
or legacy, provided always, that the said Court by 
this Act established shall not have jurisdiction over 
any such demand for such share, residue or legacy 
if any suit shall at the time of preferring such de- 
mand be pending in the said Supreme Court for 
the Administration of the Estate, out of which such 
share, residue or legacy is demandable. 


TX. And it is enacted, that it shall not be 
lawful for any plaintiff to divide any cause of 
action into two or more suits for the purpose of 
bringing the same within the jurisdiction of the 
said Subordinate Civil Court; but any plaintiff 
having cause of action for debt or damages above 
the value recoverable under this Act may abandon 
the excess, and thereupon such plaintiff shall on 
prcving his case have a decree for an amount not 
exceeding such value, and such decree shall be in full 
discharge of all demands in respect of such cause of 
action. 


X. And it is enacted, that the jurisdiction of 
the said-Subordinate Civil Court shall, as regards 
the persons to be subject thereto, extend to all per- 
sons inhabiting or seeking a livelihood within the 
City of Calcutta. 


XI. And it is enacted, that the said Court shall 
on ail purely legal demands for which an Action 
at Law is maintainable, decide according to the 
Law to be administered in the Supreme Court, in 
the like cases between the like parties, provided 
that the defendant may in any Action for such 
legal demand allege and establish an equitable de- 
fence, and thereupon the said Court shall by its 
decree give the defendants the benefit of such 
defence to the same extent and upon the same 
principles of re vd as would be applied in the like 
case by the said Supreme Court on its Equity side, 
provided that such defence shall not involve a 
cross demand to an extent exceeding the sum of 
One Thoysand Coinpany’s Rupees. 

XII. .And it is enacted, that the said Subor- 
dinate Givil Court shall exercise all the powers 
which are exercised by Her Majesty’s Supreme 


Court of Judicature in tne seg ot process, and 
summoning and compelling the attendance of 
witnesses and the administering of oaths or golem, 
declarations and for punishing contempts, and ali 
other powers which are exercised by the said Sp. 
preme Court for trial and determination and execy. 
tion in Actions at Law, and that the said Subord}. 
nate Civil Court shall have and use an Official Sea). 


XIfi. And whereas it is conducive to the good 
administration of Justice that the respectable par, 
of the public should be associated therein: It js 
hereby enacted, that the Governor General in Coyp. 
cil may, by Proclamation, order that every or any 


Commissioner of the said Subordinate Civil Cour, | 


shall, in all suits, or in any particular class of Suits, 
and in all proceedings therein or in any particula; 
proceeding therein, sit with one or more Jurors, 


and may in the said Proclamation lay down rules | 


for the selection, summoning and compelling at. 
tendance of the said Jurors, and for enforcing the 
performance of their duty by such Jurors. 


‘XIV. Provided always and it is hereby enacted, 
that the verdict of such Juror or Jurors shall be 
only for the information of the Conscience of the 
Court. 


XV. And it is enacted, that the manner of 
commencing a suit in the said Subordinate Civil 
Court shall be as follows : 

1. Each of the Commissioners of the said Subor- 
dinate Civil Court shall sit at stated hours for the 
purpose of receiving plaints. 





2. Every plaintiff bringing a suit in the said 


Subordinate Civil Court shall, except as hereinafter 
excepted, appear in person before one of the Com- 
missioners, and shall, orally or in writing, lay 
before such Commissioner the facts which constitute 
his claim. 


3. The excepted cases in which the plaintiff 
shall be excused from appearing in person for the 
purpose of making the statement of facts mentioned 
in the last. Clause, are the same as the excepted 
cases specified in Clause 15 of this Section, but the 
plaintiff shall in all cases be permitted to make the 
statement, of facts, by an Agent provided he deposit 
in Court the sum of Fifty Company’s Rupees. 


4 The sum so deposited shall be held as a4 
security for any sum or such part thereof as i€ will 
cover, which may be, or which may become dué to 
the defendant, or to the Government, in respect of 
the matter of the suit, or in respect of the mode of 
conducting it : if nothing shall sa be, or become 
due, the sum shall be repaid to the plaintiff, 


5. Ifthe plaintiff lays the facts before the Com- 
missioner orally, the facts whether stated of his 


own accord or elicited by examination shall be. 


reduced into form and written down by the Oom- 
missioner or by an Officer of the Court pydae Ahite 
direction, and shail constitute the plaint. 


6. If.the plaintiff ay" the facts before the Com- 
missioner in. writing, the written statement shall 
be corrected in form by the Commissioner, or by 
an Officer of the Court under his direction, if it 
requires such correction, and in substance if it in 
any respect disagrees with the statement of facts 
elicited by*the examination of the plaintiff ; subject 
to such correction the written statement shall econ- 
stitute the plaint. 


7. When the statement of facts constituting 
the plaint has been made, the Commissioner, if he 
is of opinion that the defendant or the matter of 
the suit is not within the jurisdiction of the Su- 
bordinate Civil Court, shall make a decree accord- 
ingly. 

8. If the Commissioner is of opinion that the 
defendant and the matter of the suit are within the 
jurisdiction of the Subordinate Civil Court, he shall 
direct a writ of summofs to be issued to the de- 
fendant. : 


9. The writ of summons shall contain a copy 
of the plaint, and an order to the defendant to ap- 
pear before the Court on a specified day, and to 
bring with him any documents which he may have 
in his possesssion, of which the plaintiff, with the 
consent of the Commissioner, demands inspection, 
er which he the defendant may think conducive to 
his defence, and a list of such witnesses as he sup- 
poses may be necessary for his defence. 


10. Ifthe plaintiff satisfies the Commissioner 
that the defendant is likely to withdraw himself 
from the jurisdiction of the Subordinate Civil 
Court, the Commissioner may direct a warrant of 
arrest against the defendant to be issucd together 
with the writ of summons. 

11. If the defendant is arrested on the warrant 
he shall be brought with all convenient speed be- 
fore the Commissioner, who may discharge him 
from custody if he gives sufficient security for his 
appearance, or if he deposits a sum which the Com- 
missioner corfeiders under all the circumstances of 
the oase sufficient, or if he satisfies the Commis- 
tioner that he does not intend to withdraw himself 
irom the jurisdiction. 


12. On every day in which any of the Commis- 
sioner shall sit for the purpose of receiving plaints, 
all the plaints received shall be laid before the 
Chief. Commissioner, who will distribute them 
mong all the Commissioners, including himself. 


18. In distributing the plaints the Chief 
sommissioner will endeavonr to give to all the 
Jommissioners a share of business which will 
sccupy an equal portion of the time of cach, and to 
tive to each Commissioner those kinds of suits 
which he thinks each best qualified to decide. 

14. Every plaintiff and defendant in the said 
Sabordingte.Civil Court shall appear except as here- 
nafter excepted in person, on the day specified in 
he writ of summons, and on every other day fixed 
or the appearance by the Commissioner. 


15. A plaintiff og defendant may be execused 
from appearing in person, 

Tf ill. 

If absent. from Calentta. 

If engaged in the Public Service. 
_ Ifexempted on account of rank by the Regula- 
tions from appearing in the Courts of the East 
India Company. 

If of advanced age. 

If of the female sex. 

If there is a co-plaintiff who appears in person. 

If there is a co-defendant defending jointly who 
appears in person. 

If not personally cognizant of the matter in dis- 
pute. 


16. Butin all these cases the Commissioner 
may refuse to hold the party excused from appear- 
ing in person if he is not satisfied that the excuse 
is made in good faith and that the matter of the 
excuse exists in a sufficient degree to justify him 
in admitting it. 

17. Whenever an Agent has been admitted in 
place of a party, such Agent shall be permitted to 
do all that the party might have done had he ap- 
peared, and shall be liable to be examined and 
cross examined in the same manner. 


18. And the Commissioner may if he thinks fit 
order that, the party excused shall be examined in 
any way in which a witness may be examined. 


19. When the Commissioner has refused to 
hold any party excused he may order the Agent 
who makes the excuse to summon the party on 
whose behalf it is made on a specified day, and ad- 


journ the proceedings to that day, or he may make 


a decree against such party after examining his 
Agent. 


XVI. And it is hereby enacted, that as soon as 
the plaintiff and defendant are together before the 
Commissioner to whom the suit has been assigned, 
he shall proceed to take the pleadings and settle 
the demurrers and issues of fact. 


XVIT. And it is hereby enncted, that the man- 
ner of pleading shall be us follows. 


1. The defendant in answer to questions put 
by the Commissioner shall confess or deny each of 
the material allegations contained in’ the plaint, 
and shall state any matter whereby he proposes to 
avoid the plaintiff's right to a decree arising out of 
such allegations contained in the plaint, as he has 
confessed. 


9. The defendant may demur if he thinks the 
plaint states a case insuffi cient to entitle the plain- 
tiff tu a decree. 

3. The defendant shall not be precluded from 
demurring to any matter in the plaint because he 
has pleaded to it, nor shall he be precluded from 
stead to any matter in the plaint because he has 
demurred to it. 


4. The defendant shall not, be precluded from 
denying as many of the allegations in the plaint as 
he does not know to be true. 

5. The defendant shall not be precluded from 
avoiding the plaintiff’s right to a decree arising out 
of any allegations in the plaint which the defendant 
has confessed by the statement of as many matters 
as he believes to be true. 

6. The Commissioner in framing the ple ading 
from the statements of the parties will tuke care 
that pleas shall be kept distinct from demurrers, 
and that no plea shall be double. 

7. The Commissioner will also take care that 
the pleadings shall not be argumentative and shall 
state matters of fact only and not evidence of mat- 
ters of fact, and shall in other respects be such as 
to lead directly to distinct issues of law or fact, and 
that each issue shall have as much particularity as 
conveniently may be. 

8. All the above rules of pleading shall be ap- 
plied, as far as they are capable of such application 
to the subsequent stages of the pleadings. 

9, The Commissioner may examine the parties 
and permit them to cross examine each other 
through himself for the purpose of framing the 
pleadings from their statements, which statements 
may also be used as evidence at any hearing for 
the decision of the cause, and the Commissioner 
may likewise examine the parties and permit them 
to cross examine each other through himself at 
any hearing for the purpose of using their state- 
ments as evidence for the decision of the cause. 


10. Ifany demurrer results from the pleadings 
which the Commissioner thinks fit for argument, 
he will after consultation with the parties fix a day 
for the argument on it. 


l1. If any issue of fact results from the plead- 
ings upon which it is necessary to hear evidence 
the Commissioner will make a note of the names 
of the witnesses on both sides, and of the facts 
which each of thein is expected to prove, and the 
documents which each of them is expected to 
procuce, and will grant such subpcenas and sub- 
peenas duces tecum as appear to him to be neces- 
sary for the purpose of justice, and will also direct 
each party to produce any document in his pos- 
session the production of which appears to the 
Commissioner necessary for the purposes of justice, 
and will after consultation with the parties, fix a 
day for the taking of evidence. 


XVIII. And it is hereby enacted, that if any 
Commissioner, not being a Barrister, perceives 
while he is receiving a plaint, or while he is 
framing the pleadings, or in any subsequent stage, 
that the suit is one which in his opinion ought 
not to proceed before a Commissioner who is 
not a Barrister he may hand over the suit to 
the Chief Commissioner and direct the parties to go 
before the said Chigf Commissioner who shall pro- 
ceed with the suit, or direct any other Commissioner 
who is a Barrister, to proceed with the suit. 


XIX. And it is hereby enacted, that if*it sha) 
appear to the Commissioner at,any stage of the 
sult, that justice cannot be done unless some persoy 
not a party to thesuit be made a party thereto the 
Commissioner may summon such person to appear 
and mayimake a decree which shall be binding upon 
such person, making such order nulls the costs 
as shall be agreeable to justice. 


XX. And it is hereby enacted, that if ip 
the course of a suit the parties shall disagree as ty 
the balance of an accotint, the Commissioner mg 
direct that the account be referred to an Arbitrator 
nominated by thie parties, or in default of su¢h no. 
mination to an Officer of the Court, and such Ap. 
bitrator or Officer will report the amount due on 
either side, subject to any exceptions which the 
Commissioner will hear and decide. 


XXI. And it is hereby, enacted, that in all 
suits for the breach of @ contract which may be 
brought in the said Subordinate Civil Court if it 
shall be made to appear to the Comunissioner that 
the contract may be performed without prejudice to 
the plaintiff, and that the defendant is able to per. 
form it the Commissioner may direct a specific per. 
formance of the contract, and enforce it by attach- 
ment. 


XXIJ. And it is hereby enacted, that the Com. 
missioner in his decree spall order how much of 
the amount of any fees which may have been paid 
or be payable to any Attorney or Barrister, shall 
be reckoned as costs between party and party, and 
what other expences incurred by the parties in 
prosecuting or defending the suit shall be reckoned 
as costs between party and party, and shall order 
in his decree which party shall pay cost to the 
other, and to what amount: provided that no fees 
which may have been paid or be payable to any 
Attorney or Barrister shall be ae | as costs be 
tween party and party unless the Commissioner 
shall be satisfied that the assistance of such At- 
torney or Barrister was reasonably required. 


AXIIT. And whereas it is expedient tha 
inconsiderate litigation should be discouraged, and 
that those who sue or defend inconsiderately should 
contribute towards the expences of thé Judicia 
Listablishment :—It is hereby enacted, that in ever} 
suit in the said Subordinate Civil Oourt the party 
or parties against whom the decree is made shall, i 
plaintiff or plaintiffs pay a fee equal to one-twesttiet! 
of the value claimed in the plaint, and‘if deféendan' 
or defendants a fee equal to one-twentieth of ‘th 
value decreed. ea 


XXIV. Provided that the Commissiongr ma} 
remit such fee if he shall be satisfied that the part] 
or parties against whom the decreé is x Gg, -bac 
reasonable ground for suing or defending. ’”” 

XXV. And whereas it is expedient thatps 
ties to suits who prevaricate or wilfully meke,fels 
statements should. be punished :-—Jt ia herohiy en 
acted, that whenever the Commissioner is satiafiet 






that any party to a suit in the said Subordinate 
Civil Court has by himself or his Agent a 
cated or wilfully made a false statement, he may in 
his decree impose pon such party a fine not 
exceeding 200 Re., and in default of payment may 
order such party to be imprisoned for a period 
not exceeding. 

XXVi. And it is hereby enacted, that the 
amount of the fees and fines aforesaid shall be 
paid monthly into the Treasury. 


XXVII. And it is enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners, or the majority of them, may from time 
to tine make such Rules for the Regulation of the 
proceedings of the said Subordinate Civil Court as 
to them may seem meet, and as are not inconsis- 
tent with any thing in this Act contained; which 
Rules shall be in force from their date, and shall 
continue in force unless they shall be disallowed 
by the Governor CGengral in Council within the 
space of three months from their date; provided 
that such Rules shall be laid before the Governor 
General in Council within the space of one month 
from their date. 


XXVIII. And it is enacted, that the Sheriff 
of Calcutta shall execute the process of the said 
Subordinate Civil Court, and shall, in respect to 
the execution of such process, be subject to the 
authority of the said Subprdinets Civil Court, and 
shall for his trouble in executing such process 
receive from the Public Treasury such remune- 
ration as to the Governor General in Council shall 
seem meet. 

XXIX. Provided that such remuneration shall 
be proportioned to the quantity of labour imposed 
upon the said Sheriff in each month in the execu- 
tion of the said process. 

XXX. And it is enacted, that any suitor in the 
said Subordinate Civil Court who shall feel himself 
aggrieved by any decree thereof, may move the 
Supreme Court for a Rule to shew cause why the 
decree should not be altered or reversed, or for a 
Rule to shew cause why the said Subordinate Civil 
Court should not reconsider its decree, or for a 
Rule to shew cause why there should not be a new 
trial of the whole or any purt of the facts on which 
its decrée is founded. 

XXXI. And it is enacted, that the said Su- 
preme Court shall at its discretion grant or refuse 
any such Rule. 

XXII. Provided always and it is hereby 
enacted, that the Supreme Court shall not make 
absolute any such Rule if the decree of the Subor- 
dinate Civil Court be consistent with the Justice, 
Conscience and Equity of the case: that is to say 
the Supreme Court shall be governed in its deci- 
sion any motion to make any such Rule ab- 
silute by the principles by which an English Court 
of Law’ would be governed in its decision upon a 
motion to'mnake absolute a Rule for a new trial when 
there ‘hizs been no misdirection in point of Law by 
the Judge before whom the cause was tried. 
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XXXII. And it is enacted, that any person 
deeming himself aggrieved by any commitment to 
prison or fine by the said Subordinate Civil Court 
may appeal from such commitment or fine to the 
said Supreme Court who shall thereupon make 
such order as justice may require. 


XXXIV. And it is enacted, that any one of 
the Judges of the said Supreme Court may, when 
occasion shall so require, sit apart from the other 
Judges or Judge, as the case fnay be, of the same 
Court for the despatch of the business to be per- 
formed by the said Court under this Act at the 
same tine when the other Judge or Judges, as the 
case may be, of the said Court, shall be sitting for 
the despatch of business in the said Snpreme Court, 
and that all proceedings whatsoever so had by and 
before such Judge, so sitting apart for the purpose 
aforesaid, shall be good, valid and offectual in the 
Law to all intents and purposes, as fully as if the 
proceedings were had before all the Judges of the 
said Court. 


XXXV. And it is enacted, that the Judges of 
the Supreme Court, or the majority of them, may 
from time to time make such Rules for the Regu- 
lation of the proceedings on appeals and motions 
before them as to them may secm meet and as are 
not inconsistent with any thing in this Act con- 
tained; which Rules shall be in force from their 
date and shall continue in force unless they shall 
be disallowed by the Governor General in Council 
within the space of three months from their date ; 
provided that such Rules shall be laid before the 
Governor General in Council within the space of 
one month from their date. 


XXXVI. And whereas, although the several 
provisions hereinbefore contained for the consti- 
tution of the said Subordinate Civil Court are all 
copied, more or less exactly, from the provisions 
for the constitution of the several sorts of Courts 
used in the Administration of English Law and 
Kquity, yet the combination of the said several 
provisions in one Court ig new and experimental ; 
and it might happen that suitors accustomed to 
the Administration of Justice by Civil Action at 
Law in Her Majesty’s Supreme Court, might feel 
agerieved it they were deprived thereof, It is hereby 
declared and enacted, that nothing in this Act con- 
tained shall be construed to affect the jurisdiction 
now exercised by the said Supreme Court in Civil 
Actions at Law in the cases falling within the juris- 
diction of the said Subordinate Civil Court. 


Ordered, that the Draft now read be published 
for general information. 


Ordered, that the said Draft be reconsidered 
al the first meeting of the Legislative Council of 
India after the 13th day of November next.

The following Draft of a proposed Act was 
read in Council for the first time on the 13th of 
March 1847. 


Aci No. oF 1847. 
An Act for the Improvement of the Administration 
of Justice in the Supreme Court of Judicature 
at Fort William in Bengal. 


1. Whereas by the Charter establishing the 
said Court, it is provided that in case the party 
summoned by the summons or precept In nature 
of asummons which the said Court is thereby 
empowered to award shall not appear upon the 
return of such summons or precept as aforesaid 
according to the exigence thereof, the said Court 
is further authorized and empowered to award 
and issue a writ or warrant directed to the She- 
riff of Calcutta, usually called a capias of con- 
tempt, commanding him to arrest and seize the 
body of such person so making default, and to 
have his said body at such time and place as 
shall be specified in the said writ for that pur- 
pose before the said Court to answer the plaint; 
and whereas by the Rules and Orders on the 
plea side of the said Court under the ‘ Title of 
a against a party in custody,” it is 
provided that where any plaint shall be filed 
against any person who shall be in custody at 
the time of filing the same and shall have had 
four days notice thereof, or being arrested shall 
be coramitted for want of bail and shall not have 
filed an appearance the plaintiff may file an ap- 
Saar with the Prothonotory for such de- 

endant ; and whereas it is desirable to abolish 
the power of imprisonment upon mesne process 
in all cases not hereinafter provided for, upon 
any process issued on the plea side of the said 
Court, and to subsetitut the following provisions 
for the said power of arrest and of entering an 
appearance for.the defendant-——It is enacted, 
that no capias of contempt shall be issued on 
the plea side of the said Court for the purpose 
of compelling or procuring an appearance to the 
plaint, but that if it shall appear to the satisfac- 
tion of the said Court upon the return of the 
writ of summons, and on affidavit or solemn af- 
firmation of the identity of the party that the 
defendaut.against whom such plaint has been 
filed, or any one or more of several defend- 
ants has or have been duly summoned, and 
that no appearance has been entered for such 
defendant or defendants within the time 
prescribed for entering the same, then the said 
Court. shall order that the said suit shall be pro- 
ceeded with exparte against euch defendant or 





defendants not appearing as aforesaid, and the 
said suit shall thereupon be proceeded with 
against such defendant or defendants not ap- 
pearing as aforesaid in like manner as by the 
said Charter, and the Rules, Orders and ‘Prac. 
tice of the said Court is required in the -case of 
an exparte suit after the issuing of a seqtestra- 
tion after a return of non est inventus to A‘ writ 
of capias or summons. a4 


II. And it is enacted, that every’ writ of 
summons which shall be issued from thé said 
Court shall express that if the defendant shall 
not appear at the time mentioned, in the said 
summons the suit will be proceeded with against 
him not appearing as aforesaid in his absence, 
and thatthe property of such defendant not ap- 
pearing as aforesaid may be sequestered 


III. And it is enacted, that it shall be law- 
ful for the said Court uporw the application 
of the plaintiff in the case of such defaults of 
appearance as are hereiibefore mentioned 
upon proof of the demand by affidavit or so- 
lemn affirmation or otherwise to the satisfac- 
tion of the said Court, to award and issue a 
writ) of sequestration against the property of 
such defendant which said writ shall have 
the like operation and effect, and be dealt 
with by and under the order of the said Court in 
like manner to all intents and purposes as is by 
the said Charter directed as to writs of sequestra- 
tion except so far as the provisions of the said 
Charter as to such writs of sequestration are 
varied by this Act, and then in the case of snch 
variations to be dealt with under the provisions of 
this Act and of the said Charter ; and if judgment 
shall pass for the plaintiff in the said suit, the said 
Court is hereby authorized and empowered to 
award and issuc a writ to the Sheriff or other 
Officer to whom the process of the Court may 
be directed, commanding him to sell or othefwise 
dispose of the said property according to the 
nature thereof so seized and sequestered, and to 
make satisfaction out of the same or out of the 
prodnce thereof according to the nature thereof 
to the plaintiff for the amount of the judgment so 
recovered with his costs, and to return the sarplus, 
if any there be, after satisfying the said judgment 
and costs, and the expenses of the said sequestra- 
tion, to the person or persons in whose possessiogp 
the said property was seized, or otherwise to re- 
serve it for the said defendant as occasion shall 
require ; and if such property shall not be suffi- 
cient to produce after defraying the expendes 6 
such sequestration the amount of the judgment 
and the said costs, the said Court is further pee 
powered to award and issue such process of exe- 
cution for the deficiency as is by the said cate 
provided for levying money recovered ‘by jndg- 
ment and costs ; and if judgment shallpase for 
the defendant agaifist whom such seque ios 
shall have issued the said Court is. iiodies 


and empowered to award, and order the costs of

their Attorney, or the person or persons in whose 
possession the said property was seized or other- 
wise aS the said Court shall order, and the same 
shall be levied by such process as in the suid 
Charter ig provided for levying costs. 

IV. And whereas by the Law of England 
the practice of arrest upon mesne process has 
been abolished except in certain cases, and it is 
desirable to assimilate the practice of the said 
Supreme Court on the plea side thereof to the 
Law of England in this respect with a due allow- 
ance for differing circumstances—It is therefore 
enacted, that no person shall be arrested upon 
mesne’ hg in any civil action, whether com- 
menced before or after the time appointed for 
the commencement of this Act as hereinafter 
provided, under any writ issuing out of the said 
Court on its plea side exceptin the cases by this 
Act provided and allowed. 

V. And it isenacted, that ifa plaintiffin any 
action in which the defendant was liable to be 
arrested on mesne process under the law in force 
at the time appointed for the commencement of 
this Act shall by the affidavit or solemn affirma- 
tion of himself, or of any other person, shew to 
the satisfaction of the said Court or of a Judee 
thereof that such plaintiff has a cause of action 
against the defendant to the amount of Com- 
pany’s Rapees four huudred or upwards, or has 
sustained damage to that amount, or ii he shall 
by like affidavit or affirmation to be filed as 
aforesaid verify to the satisfaction of the said 
Court a case of such enormous personal wrone 
as in the judgment of the said Court requires 
such security ; and that there is probable cause 
for believing that the defendant against whom 
the application is ‘made is about to go out of the 
jurisdiction of the said Court unless he be forth- 
with arrested, or that such defendant has made 
or is about toimake any fraudulent disposition 
of his property with a view to defeat or delay 
his credits in general, or the plaintiff in par- 
ticular, or that such defendant has evaded the 
serviceof process in the said cause, it shall be 
lawful Yor the said Court, or any Judge thereof, 
by a special order, to direct that such defendant 
shall be held to bail for such sum as such Court 
or Judge shall think fit not exceeding the amount 
of the debt or damages, and thereupon it shall be 
lawful for such plaintiff to sue outa writ of capias 
against any such defendant so directed to be 
held to Bail, which writ of capias shall bear date 
on the day on which the same shall be issued. 

* nd it is enacted, that the Sheriff or 
othey’ Officer "to whom any such writ shall be 
diréetéd ‘shall arrest the defendant thereupon, 
and'suth defendant ‘shall when so arrested re- 


main in custody till he shall have given a bail 


‘bond to the Sheriff, or shall haye made de- 


posit of the sum endorsed on such writ of capias, 
together with asum for costs, including the exe- 
cution of the said writ according to the practice 
of the said Court on its plea side for the time 
being, and all subsequent proceedings as to put-

VII. And it is enacted, that any such speci- 
al order may be made and the defendant arrest- 
ed in pursuance thereof in any action whether 
commenced before or after the time appointed 
for the commencement of this Act at any time 
after the commencement of such action and be- 
fore final judgment shall have been obtained 
therein, and that a defendant in custudy upon 
any such arrest and not previously served with 
a copy of the writ of summons shall be lawfully 
served therewith. 

VIII. And it is enacted, that it shall be law- 
ful for any person arrested upon any such writ 
of capias to apply at any time after such arrest 
to the said Court, or any Judge thereof, for an 
order or rule on the plaintiff in such action to 
shew cause why the person arrested should not 
be discharged out of custody; and that it shall 
be lawtul for such Court or Judge to make ab- 
solute or discharge such order or rule, and to 
direct the costs of the application to be paid by 
either party, to make such other order therein 
as to such Court or Judge shall seein fit, provided 
that any such order made by a Judge may be dis- 
charged or varied by the Court on application

And it is enacted, that if there be a 
misjoinder of different rights of action in any 
action in the said Court, and the said mis}oinder 
shall be objected to the said Court shall have 
power at any stage of the cause before judgment 
to amend the proceedings either by striking out 
one or more counts or parts thereof, or otherwise, 
upon such terms as to costs or otherwise as to 
such Court shall seem just and fit. 

XIX. And it is enacted, that every right of 
action for mesne porfits, or other damages to 
which a person dying after the time appointed 
for the commenctment of this Act shall have 
been solely entitled at his death, for any unlaw- 
ful possession of, or other trespass, injury or 
wrong in his life time to his lands and heredita- 
ments, whether arising from commission or 
omission of any act or duty, shall survive -to his 
Executors, Administrators or Representatives. 

And it is enacted, that if upon the 
trial of any action in the said Court, it shall ap- 
pear upon evidence that too many persons are 
joined as defendants therein no objection shall 
be allowed at the said trial on the ground of va- 
riance or otherwise by reason of such misjoinder. 
Provided always, that the said Court shail upon 
such trial give its verdict for such defendant: or

And it is enacted, that an action at 
law shall be maintainable on the plea side of 
the said Court between one or more of several 
co-partners, joint contractors or joint owners, 
whether they be such as Executors,' Adminis- 
traturs or Representatives, or otherwise, against 
his or their co-partners, joint cgntractors or 
joint owners for any demnand of auth a naturé 
that the same between any parties would be the 
subject of an action at law, and that no such 
action shall be defeated by reason merely of the 
plaintiff and defendant, or any other person in- 
terested or concerned in such action heing or 
having been members of the same partnership 
or such joint contractors or joint owners as afore- 
said. 


XXIII. And it is enacted, that the provi- 
sions in this Act contained as to such action be- 
tween co-partners, co-coutractors and joint 
owners as aforesaid are hereby extended to and 
shall include all causes of action arising between 
different bodies of persons who may be co-part- 
hers, co-contractors Or joint owners inter se, 
though auy such body may have some one or 
more of its members a common member or 
members of such different bodies, and in such 
cases such common member or members may 
be both plaintiff or plaintiffs, and defendant or 
defendants m the same suit. 


XXIV. And it is enacted, that in any such 
action between co-partners, co-contractors and 
jyomt owners as aforesaid, the defendant may 
plead as a set-off any matter for which he could 
maintain an action at law against the plaintiff 
and which may be the subject matter of a set-off. 


XXV. And it is enacted, that a demand in 
respect of any chase io action assignable in 
Equity and which 1s by this Act made assign- 
able at law may be set-off in any action at law 
wherein a plea of set-off is allowed, provided 
that fhe same is of such a nature as to be the 
subject matter of a set-off, and in any action 
brought by a trustee, any sum due from or claim 
upon the cestin que trust to or by the defen- 
dant which is of such a nature as to be the sub- 
ject matter ofa set-off may be set-off against 
the demand of the plaintiff in such action ; sub- 
ject always to any lien of such plaintiff on the 
trust fund for his indemnity. 


XVIX. And it is enacted, that in e 
action inthe said Court wherein a set-off shali 
be pleaded if the defendant shall prove a larger 
sum to be due to him than the sum whieh the 
plaintiff shall prove to be due to him, then the: 
Court shall have power to give a verdict for. the 
defendant for the balance found due to him if it 
shall appear to the said Court that the same may 
with a due regard to justice bedone. Provided 


ahaa ie that every set-off under this Act shall 
be pleaded in all causes where it is now neces- 
sary to plead a set-off. 


XXVII. And it is enacted, that all legal 
choses in action which are the subjecte of an ac- 
tion at law, and which are or may be assignable in 
Equity shall be assignableatlaw for the same con- 


siderations and in the same manner as the same 
are assignable in Equity, and any assignee of any 
such chose in action may bring an action in his 
own name on the plea side of the Court in res- 
pect of any such matter or thing as aforesaid 80 
assigned to him against the party originally lia- 
ble thereon which said party so originally lia- 
ble shall be sued in the like form as if the ac- 
tion were brought in the name of the original 
assignor, and in any such action it shall be suffici- 
ent for such assignee in alleging his title to sue to 
state that the title of the original assignor came 
to himby assignment without stating any inter- 
mediate assignments, andin anysuch action pay- 
nent or other satisfaction tothe original assignor 
any intermediate assignee whether before or alter 
assigninent to the plaintiff nay be pleaded, which 
plea of payment or satisfaction as aforesaid ifafter 
assignment to the plaintiffshall contain an aver- 
ment that the defendant had not notice atthetime 
of such payment or satisfaction of the assignment 
to the plaintiff, and upon any issue joincd upon a 
traverse of such notice, proof of any facts which 


would constitute notice in a Court of Equity of 


such assignment in the like case shall be dee med 
to be sufficient proof of such notice. 


KXVIII. And it is enacted, that inall casesin 
which by reason of the loss of any instrument the 
party entitled, but for such loss to sue upon the 
sare in an action at law would before the time 
appointed for the commencement of thir Act have 
been forced to sue in a Court of Equity it shall 
be lawful to sue in the said Court in an action 
at law on the plea side thereof in like manner 
as if no such loss had occurred ; and it shall 
be lawful for the said Court upon the applica- 
tion of the party sued upon such lost instrument 
to stay proceedings insuch action till the plaintiff 
shall give security to indemnify the defendant 
against any claims upon such instrument in case 
the same shall be afterwards produced in like 
manner and to the same extent as a Court of 
Equity would direct in the like case.

summoned in the usual manner of summoning a 
special jury. 


XEIV. And whereas by the Charter estab- 
lishing the said Supreme Coyrt, the said Court 
is anthorized and empowered to frame such rules 
of practice, and to make such standing orders 
for administration of justice and the due exercise 
of the Civil, Criminal, Aduiralty, and Eccle- 
siastical Jurisdiction thereby created, and to do 
all such other thines as shall be found necessary 
thereto so as the said Court shall from time te 
time transmit the same under the Seal thereof 
to Her Majesty, Hor Heirs or Saccessors in Her 
or their Privy Council for the approbation, con- 
trol, or alteration of Her Majesty, Her Heirs or 
Successors.

actions at law or suits in Equity, or any Civil 
or Ecclesiastical causes, and such regulations 
as to the payment of costs and otherwise for 
carrying into effect any such alterations ag to 
the said Court might seem expedient, subject to 


the provisoes in that Act contained as to the 
confirmation or disallowance thereof by the Go- 
vernor General of India in Council, and the alter- 
ing or reconsidering thereof by Her Majesty, 
Her Heirs, or Successors, and as to the power of 
pleading the general issue and giving the special 
matter in evidence in the cases therein mention- 
ed. And whereas it is desirable to prevent any 
doubts arising as to the power of the said Court 
to make such Rules and Orders and Regulations 
as may from time to time be necessary to give 
full effect to the provisions in this Act contain- 
ed—It is enacted, that the said Court shall 
and may make from time to time such Rules, 
Orders, and Regulations as to the mode of 
procedure in the said Court as may be ueces- 
sary to give full effect to all the provisions in 
this Act contained, and all such Rules, Orders, 
and Regulations shall be submitted for confirm- 
ation or disallowaneée to the Governor General 
of Judia in Council immediately upon the mak- 
ing of the same, and every such Rule, Order or 
Regulation shall to all intents and purposes 
have full effect after it shall have been contirm- 
ed by the said Governor General of Jndia in 
Council, but any such Rule, Order, or Regula- 
tion when so confirmed shall be transmitted to 
Her Majesty, Her Heirs or Successors in Coun- 
cl, and shall be subject at any time to be alter- 
ed or resciuded by Her said Majesty, Her Heirs 
or Successors in Council.

any Statute or Act now or hereafter to be in 
force. 


XLV. And it is enacted, that the word joint 
owners in this Act shall be construed to include 
all joint tenants, tenants In common, co-parce- 
ners or other joint proprietors, and the words 
plaintiff or defendant to include all the plamtffs 
and defendants, or some of them, and whenever 
in describing any person or party, matter or 
thing the word importing the singular number 
or the masculine gender only is used in this 
Act the same shall be taken to include several! 
persons or parties as well as one person or party 
and females as well as males. und several mat- 
ters or things as well as one mutter or thing res- 
pectively, and the term person or party shall be 
taken to include and shall be applied to a body 
corporate, unless in any of the before mentioned 
cases there be something in the subject or cou- 
text repugnant to such construction. 


“XLVI. And it is enacted, that this Act

Act No, or 1847. 


An Act for facilitating the execution of the Process 
of the Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort 
William in Benegal, and the taking of affidavits 
withaut the local limits of the jurisdiction of the 
sald Court. 


I, Whereas by the Charter of the Supreme 
Court of Judicature at Fort William in Bengal, the 
process of the Court, except in certain cases, is 
required to be addressed to and exccuted by the 
Sheriff of Calcutta, which in the case of parties 
resident without the local limits of the jurisdiction 
of the Court is often attended with unnecessary 
expense and other inconvenicnce. And whereas it 
is desirable to make provision for the execution of 
the process of the said Supreme Court without the 
local limits of its jurisdiction similar to those made 
for the execution of the process of the Courts of the 
Hlonble the Kast India Company within the local 
limits of the Jurisdiction of the said Supreme Court 
—It is enacted, that from and after the passing of 
this Act it shall be lawful for the said Supreme 
Court, notwithstanding the terms of the said 
Charter when any process of the said Court is to be 
executed against any person subject to the juris- 
diction thereof, and not resident within the local 
limits thereof, or against any property without such 
limits to issue any process which the said Court is 
as may be empowered to issue, and to address the 
same to such person as it shall think fit, and to 
direct the execution thereof in the manner herein- 
after provided, and that the same shall be executed 
accordingly, aud that upon the same being executed 
and returned in the manner provided for by this 
Act it shall be lawful for the said Court to proceed 
thereupon in like manner as if the same had been 
executed according to the practice of the Court 
before the passing of this Act. 





IT. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for the said Supreme Court or for any Judge 
thereof by a letter of request addressed to any 
Court, Judge, Magistrate, or Justice of the Peace, 
without the local limits of the said Supreme Court, 
enclosing or accompanied by two duplicate origi- 
nals of any such process as aforesaid to request 
that such process inay be executed within the 
limits of the jurisdiction of such Court, Judge, 
Magistrate, or Justice of the Peace, pursuant to the 
directions therein contained, and that such letter and 
each of such duplicates shall be signed by one of 
the Judges of the said Supreme Court and seal d 
with the seal of the suid Court, and the production 
thereof purporting to be so signed and sealed as 
afuresaid shall be sufficient evidence of the issuing 
of such process, and that the requisition thercot 
shall and may be performed by any person or 
persons for the time being, constituting such Court, 
or discharging the duties of such Judge, Magistrate, 
or Justice of the Peace. 

II]. And it is further enacted, that upon the 
production of such letter of request, together with 
such duplicates us aforesaid, any Judge of such 
Court, or such Judge, Magistrate, or Justice of the 
Peuce shall, by endorsement. upon one of such 
duplicates respectively under his hand, direct the 
said process to be executed pursuant to such dirce- 
tions us aforesaid by such person or persons 2s 
suc Court, Judge, Magistrate, or Justice of the 
Peace ghall appoint to execute the same, aud shall 
deliver one of such duplicate to sneh person or 
persons so appointed to execute the same and that 
the same shall be executed accordingly ; and if the 
sam2 shall require to be executed beyond the linuits 
of the jurisdiction of the Court, Judge, Magistrate, 
or Justice of the Peace, to which or to whom such 
letter of request may be addressed, then such duph- 
cute may be executed by any other Court, Judge, 
Mugistrate, or Justice of the Peace, having Juris- 
diction over the subject matter of such proces# in 
like manner as the original process of the Court, 
Judge, Magistrate, or Justice of the Peace to which 
or tu whom such letter of request may be addressed 
may be executed beyond the limits of the jurisdic- 
tion of such Court, Judge, Magistrate, or Justice of 
the Peace. Provided always, that when such process 
shall be executed by any Court, Judge, Magistrate, 
or Justice of the Peace to which or to. whom the 
letter of request aforesaid was not addressed a 
Judge of such Court, or such Judge, Magistrate, or 
Justice of the Peace so executing the saine shall 
certify in writing ugder his hand the execution of

LV. And it is further enacted, that when such 
process shall have been executed in manner afore- 


said, any Judge of such Court as such Judge, Ma. 
gistrate, or Justice of the Peace as aforesaid to 
which or to whom such letter of request as afore. 
said was addressed shall by endorsement upon the 
other of such duplicates under his hand certify the 
execution thereof, and shall deliver such duplicate 
so endorsed to the party or partics by whom the 
saine was originally produced, or his or their 
agents, and the production of such duplicate go 
endorsed and appearing to be so signed as aforesaid 
shall be sufficient evidence of the execution of such 
process. 

V. And it is enacted, that upon the delivery of 
such duplicates of any civil process as aforesaid, 
to such Court, Judge or Magistrate as aforesaid 
the said Court, Judge, or Magistrate shall cause 
the date of such delivery to be endorsed on such 
duplicates, and shall cause the said process to be 
executed in like manner or as near thereto as 
if the same had been issued frem or by such Court, 
Judge or Magistrate as aforesaid at the time of the 
said delivery; and no distinction shall be made as 
to priority or otherwise between the execution of 
such process as aforesaid, or any other process of or 
by the said Court, Judge or Magistrate. But every 
process, whether original or otherwise, shall as be- 
tween cach other, be subject to the sane rules 
touching the mode and order of execution as ere 


T x imay be from time to time established in 
r +t of process originally issued by such Court, 
5 !or Magistrate. 

vi. And it is further enacted, that where any 


proccss of the said Supreme Court for the appoint- 
ment of a Receiver of any lands out of such local 
limits, or any othe: process of the said Supreme 
Court against such lands shall be issued for the 
purpose of being enforced or executed by any 
other Court, Judge or Magistrate, under the pro- 
visions of this Act, a copy of the judgment, deeree 
or order of the said Supreme Court, by virtue of 
Which such process issued, signed by one of the 
Judges, and under the seal of the Court, shall, if 
the said local Judge or Magistrate shall so require, 
be registered in the Court to which such process is 
forwarded to be executed, and that a copy of suck 
judginent, order or decree shall be forwarded, 
sealed with the seal of the suid Supreme Court for 
the purpose of such registry. 

VII. And it is further enacted, that persons 
wilfully neglecting to execute such process, or ob- 
structing the execution thereof, shall be liable te 
be punished in like manner and by the like Courts, 
Judges, Magistrates, or Justices of the Peace, 96 if 
such process had been issued originally by ¢aach 
Court, Judve, Magistrate, or Justice of the Peace, 
provided that nothing herein contained shall de- 
prive the said Supreme Court of its power to 
punish such persons for a contempt, in case they 
shall not be otherwise punished.

The following Draft of a proposed Act was read 
in Council for the first time on the 13th of March, 


1847. 
Act No. of 1847. 


An Act for establishing a Court of Subordinate 
Civil Jurisdiction in the City of Calcutta. 


Whereas the jurisdiction of the Court of Re- 
‘quests for the Recovery of Small Debts in and for 
the Settlement of Fort William in Benga], is limit- 
ed to suits brought for the recovery of Debts not 
exceeding 400 Sicca Rupees, and whereas it is not 
expedient that the jurisdiction of the said Court of 
Requests should be extended : 


And whereas it is inconvenient to the people to 
be obliged to resort to Her Majesty’s Supreme 
Court of Judicature in all suits for debt exceeding 
4090 Sieca Rupees, and in all other suite and 
actions whatsoever : 


And whereas for remedy of the said inconveni- 
ence it is expedient to establish a new Court with 
Jurisdiction over the subject matters of actions at 
Law, and with power to make decrees upon such 
subject matters according to Equity and Good 
Conaeienee following the Law: 


I. It je hereby enacted, that from and after the 
day of 

the Court of Requests for the Recovery of Small 
Debdta in and for the Settlement of Fort William in 
Bengal shall be abolished, except so far as regards 
suits Panag. Bias at the time of passing this 
Act, which shali be proceeded in and determined 
a8 if this Act had not been passed, and that on the 
said day a Court for the exercise of original Civil 
he in the City of Calcutta shall be 
os , and shall be called the Subordinate 
Civil Court for the City of Calcutta. 





If. And it is enacted, that the said Subordinate 
Civil Court shall consist of as many Commissioners 
as to the Governor of Bengal shall from time to 
time seem mect, and that each of the Commissioners 
sitting separately shall exercise all the jurisdiction 
and powers herein conferred upon the said Subor- 
dinate Civil Court, except the power of making 
Rules under Section X XY. of this Act. Provided 
always, that at least one of the said Commissioners 
shall be a Barrister of not less than five years 
standing. 


lif. And it is enacted, that one of the Com- 
missioners being a Barrister of five years standing, 
shall be the Chief Commissioner. 


IV. And itis enacted, that each of the Com- 
missioners shall receive such Salary as to the 
Governor General in Council shall seem meet, 
respect being had to the qualifications of each. 


V. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful for 
the Governor of Bengal to appoint such and so 
many Ministerial Officers as to him shall seem 
necessary for the efficient performance of the 
business of the said Court, and that each of the 
suid Officers shall receive such Salary as to the 
Governor General in Council shall seem meet. 


VI. And it is enacted, that the said Subor- 
dinate Civil Court shall have jurisdiction over all 
causes of Action, for which an Action may be main- 
tained on the Plea Side of the said Supreme Court, 
where the debt, damages, or value of the property 
for which such Action may be brought does not 
exceed the following amounts, that is to say, where 
the Action is brought, to recover any property for 
which an Action of Ejectment may be maintained in 
the said Supreme Court, the amount of Two Hundred 
Company’s Itupees per annum, where the Action 
is brought for any malicious arrest, maliciously 
holding to Bail or for any other malicious prosecu- 
tion, or for any Libel or Slander, or for any Assault, 
Battery, or false imprisonment, the amount of Three 
Hundred Company’s Rupees, and in all other 
Actions the amount of One Thousand Company's 


Rupees. 
A 


VII. And it is enacted, that the jurisdiction of 
the said Subordinate Civil Court shall also extend 
to the recovery of the unliquidated Balance of a 
Partnership Account, to the extent of Five Hun- 
dred Company’s Rupees if the Plaintiff shall be 
content to limit his claim to the recovery of that 
amount. 


VIII. And it is enacted, that the jurisdiction 
of the said Subordinate Civil Court shall also ex- 
tend to the recovery, against any Executor or Ad- 
ministrator or other Representative of any deceas- 
ed testate, or intestate person of any demand not 
exceeding the amount of Five Hundred Company's 
Rupees for any distributive share of any proper- 
ty under an intestacy, or of any legacy, or residue 
or share of a residue, under a Will, if the plaintiff 
shall be content to limit his claim to the recovery 
of that amount in respect of such share or residue 
or legacy, provided always, that the said Court by 
this Act established shall not have jurisdiction over 
any such demand for such share, residue or legacy 
if any suit shall at the time of preferring such de- 
mand be pending in the said Supreme Court for 
the Administration of the Estate, out of which such 
share, residue or legacy is demandable. 


[X. And it is enacted, that it shall not be 
lawful for any plaintiff to divide any cause of 
action into two or more suits for the purpose of 
bringing the same within the jurisdiction of the 
suid Subordinate Civil Court; but any plaintiff 
having cause of action for debt or damages above 
tle value recoverable under this Act may abandon 
the excess, and thereupon such plaintiff shall on 
proving his case have a decree for an amount not 
exceeding such value, and such decree shall be in full 
discharge of all demands in respect of such cause of 
action. 


X. And it is enacted, that the jurisdiction of 
the said Subordinate Civil Court shall, as regards 
the persons to be subject thereto, extend to all per- 
sons inhabiting or seeking a livelihood within the 


City of Calcutta. 


XI. And it is enacted, that the said Court shall 
oa all purely legal demands for which an Action 
at Law is maintainable, decide according to the 
Law to be administered in the Supreme Court, in 
the like cases between the like parties, provided 
that the defendant may in any Action for such 
legal demand allege and establish an equitable de- 
fence, and thereupon the said Court shall by its 
decree give the defendants the benefit of such 
defence to the same extent and upon the same 
printiples of Equity as would be applied in the like 
case by the said Supreme Court on its Equity side, 
provided that euch defence shall not involve a 
crosa demand to an extent exceeding the sum of 
One Thousand Company's Rupees. 

XII. And it is enacted, that the said Subor- 
dinate Civil Court shall exercise all the powers 
which are exercised by Her Majesty’s Supreme 


Court of Judicature in the issuing of process, and 
summoning and compelling the attendance of 
witnesdes and the administering of oaths or solemn 
declarations and for punishing contempts, and all 
other powers which are exercised by the said Sy. 
preme Court for trial and determination and execn. 
tion in Actions at Law, and that the said Subordi. 
nate Civil Court shall have and use an Official Sea). 


XITI. And whereas it is conducive to the good 
administration of Justice that the respectable part 
of the public should be associated therein: It 4s 
hereby enacted, that the Governor General in Coun. 
cil may, by Proglamation, order that every or any 
Commissioner of the said Subordinate Civil Court 
shall, in all suits, or in any particular class of suits, 
und in all proceedings thereifi or in any particular 
proceeding therein, sit with one or more Jurors, 
and may in the said Proclamation lay down rules ' 
for the selection, summoning and compelling at- 
tendance of the said Jurors, and for enforcing the 
performance of their duty by such Jurors. 


XLV. Provided always and it is hereby enacted, 
that the verdict of such Juror or Jurors shall be 
only for the information of the Conscience of the 
Court. 


XV. And it is enacted, that the manner of 
commencing a suit in the said Subordinate Civil 
Court shall be as follows : 


J}. Each of the Commissioners of the said Subor- 
dinate Civil Court shall sit at stated hours for the 
purpose of receiving plaints. 


2. Every plaintiff bringing a suit in the said 
Subordinate Civil Court shall, except as hereinafter 
excepted, appear in person before one of the Com- 
missioners, and shall, orally or in writing, lay 
before such Cominissioner the facts which constitute 
his claim. 


3. The excepted cases in which the plaintiff 
shall be excused from appearing in person for the 
purpose of inaking the statement of facts mentioned 
in the last Clause, are the same as the excepted 
cases specified in Clause 15 of this Section, but, the 
plaintiff shall in all cases be permitted to make the 
statement of facts, by an Agent provided he deposit 
in Court the sum of Fifty Company’s Rupees. 


4 The sum so deposited shall be held as s 
security for any sum or such i thereof as it will 
cover, which may be, or which may become due to 
the defendant, or to the Government, in respect of 
the matter of the suit, or in respect of the mode of 
conducting it : if nothing shall so be, or, become 
due, the sum shall be repaid to the plaintiff. 


5. If the plaintiff lays the facts before the Com- 
missioner orally, the facts whether stated ‘df ‘is 
own accord or elicited by examination shall be 
reduced into form and written down by tie’Oot- 
missioner or by an Officer of the Court ander his 
direction, and shall constitute the plaimit. 


6. If the plaintiff lays the facts before the Com- 
missioner in writing, the written statement shall 
be corrected in form by the Commissioner, or b 
an Officer of the Court under his direction, if it 
requires such correction, and in substance if it in 
any respect disagrees with the statement of facts 
elicited by the examination of the plaintiff ; subject 
to such correction the written statement shall con- 
stitute the plaint. 


7, When the statement of facts constituting 
the plaint has been made, the Commissioner, if he 
‘3 of opinion that the defendant or the matter of 
the sult is not within the jurisdiction of the Su- 
bordinate Civil Court, shall make a decree accord- 
ingly. 

8. Ifthe Commisvqner is of opinion that the 
Jefendant and the matter of the suit are within the 
urisdiction of the Subordinate Civil Court, he shall 
lireet a writ of summons to be issued to the de- 
endant. 

§. The writ of summons shall contain a copy 
of the plaint, and an order to the defendant to ap- 
pear before the Court on a specified day, and to 
bring with him any documents which he may have 
in his possesssion, of which the plaintiff, with the 
consent of the Commissioner, demands inspection, 
or which he the defendant may think conducive to 
his defence, and a list of such witnesses as he sup- 
poses may be necessary for his defence. 


10. If the plaintiff satisfies the Commissioner 
that the defendant is likely to withdraw himself 
from the jurisdiction of the Subordinate Civil 
Court, the Commissioner may direct a warrant of 
arrest against the defendant to be issued together 
with the writ of summons. 

11. Ifthe defendant is arrested on the warrant 
he shall be brought with all convenient speed be- 
fore the Commissioner, who may discharge him 
froin custody if he gives sufficient security for his 
appearance, or if he deposits a sum which the Com- 
missioner considers under all the circumstances of 
the case sufficient, or if he satisfies the Commis- 
sioner that he does not intend to withdraw himself 
from the jurisdiction. 

12, On every day in which any of the Commis- 
sioner shall sit for the purpose of recciving plaints, 
all the plaints received shall be laid before the 
Chief Commissioner, who will distribute them 
among all the Commissioners, including himself. 


18, In distributing the plaints the Chief 
Commissioner will endeavonr to give to all the 
:: Commissioners a share of business which will 
occupy ‘an-equal portion of the time ofeach, and to 
give to each Commissioner those kinds of suits 
fwhich he thinks each best qualified to decide. 

14,.. Every plaintiff and defendant in the said 
Subordinate Civil Court shall appear except as here- 
inafter excepted in person, on the day specified in 
= writ of,aummons, and on every other day fixed 


‘appearance by the Commissioner. 


15. A plaintiff or defendant may be excused 
from appearing in person, 

If ill. 

If absent from Calcutta. 

If engaged in the Public Service. 

If exempted on account of rank by the Regula- 
tions fromm appearing in the Courts of the East 
India Company. 

If of advanced age. 

If of the female sex. 

If there is a co-plaintiff who appears in person. 

If there is a co-defendant defending jointly who 
appears in person. 

If not personally cognizant of the matter in dis- 
pute. 


16. Butin all these cases the Commissioner 
may refuse to hold the party excused from appear- 
ing in person if he is not satisfied that the excuse 
ig made in good faith and that the matter of the 
excuse exists in a sufficient degree to justify him 
in admitting It. 


17. Whenever an Agent has been admitted in 
place of a purty, such Agent shall be permitted to 
do all that the party might have done had he ap- 
peared, and shall be liable to be examined and 
cross examined in the same manner. 


_ 18. And the Commissioner may if he thinks ft 
order that the party excused shall be examined in 
any way in which a witness may be examined. 


19. When the Commissioner has refused to 
hold anv party excused he may order the Agent 
who makes the excuse to summon the party on 
whose behalf it is made on a specified day, and ad- 
journ the proceedings to that day, or he may make 
a decree against such party after examining his 
Agent. 


XVI. And it is hereby enacted, that as soon as 
the plaintiff and defendant are together before the 
Commissioner to whom the suit has been assigned, 
he shall proceed to take the pleadings and settle 
the detnurrers and issues of fact. 


XVII. And it is hereby enacted, that the man- 
ner of pleading shall be as follows. 


1. The defendant in answer to questions put 
by the Commissioner shall confess or deny each of 
the material allegations contained in the plaint, 
and shall state any matter whereby he proposes to 
avoid the plaintiff's right to a decree arising out of 
such allegations contained in the plaint, as he has 
confessed. 


2. The defendant may demur if he thinks the 
plaint states a case insufli cient to entitle the plain- 
tiff to a decrec. ; 


3. The defendant shall not be precluded from 
demurring to any matter in the plaint becauge he 
has pleaded to it, nor shall he be precluded from 
pleading to any mutter in the plaint because he has 
demurred to it. 


4. The defendant shall not be precluded from 
denying as many of the allegations in the plaint as 
he does not know to be true. 

5. The defendant shall not be precluded from 
avoiding the plaintiff's right to a decree arising out 
of any allegations in the plaint which the defendant 
has confessed by the statement of as many matters 
as he believes to be true. 

6. The Commissioner in framing the pleading 
from the staternents of the parties will take care 
that pleas shall be kept distinct from demurrers, 
and that no plea shall be double. 

7. The Commissioner will also take care that 
the pleadings shall not be argumentative and shall 
state matters of fact only and not evidence of mat- 
ters of fact, and shall in other respects be such as 
to lead directly to distinct issues of law or fact, and 
that each issue shall have as much particularity as 
conveniently may be. 

8. All the above rules of pleading shall be ap- 
plied, as far as they are capable of such application 
to the subsequent stages otf the pleadings. 

9. The Gaininiseisner Inay examine the parties 
and permit them to cross examine each other 
through himself for the purpose of framing the 
pleadings from their statements, which statements 
may also be used as evidence at any hearing for 
the detision of the cause, and the Commissioner 
may likewise examine the parties and permit them 
to cross examine each other through himself at 
any hearing for the purpose of using their state- 
ments as evidence for the decision of the cause. 


10. If any demurrer results from the pleadings 
which the Commissioner thinks fit for argument, 
he will after consultation with the parties fix a day 
for the argument on it. 


il. If any issue of fact results from the plead- 
ings upon which it is necessary to hear evidence 
the Commigsioner will make a note of the names 
of the witnesses on both sides, and of the facts 
which each of them is expected to prove, and the 
documents which each of them is expected to 
produce, and will grant such subpoenas and sub- 
penas duces tecum a8 appear to him to be neces- 
sary for the purpose of justice, and will also direct 
each party to produce any document in his pos- 
eession the production of which appears to the 
Commissioner necessary for the purposes of justice, 
and will after consultation with the parties, fix a 
day for the taking of evidence. 


XVIM. And it is hereby enacted, that if any 
Commissioner, not being a Barrister, perceives 
while he is receiving a plaint, or while he is 
framing the pleadings, or in any subsequent stage, 
that the euit is one which in his opinion ought 
not to proceed before a Commissioner who is 
‘not Barrister he may hand over the suit to 
the Chief Commissioner and direct the parties to go 
‘before the said Chief Commissioner who shall pro- 
ceed with the suit, or direct any other Commissioner 
who is a Barrister, to proceed with the suit. 


XIX. And it is hereby enacted, that if it shal! 
appear to the Commissioner at any stage of the 
suit, that justice cannot be done unless some person 
not a party to the suit be made a party thereto the 
Commissioner may summon such person to appear, 
and may make a decree which shall be binding upon 
such person, making such order regarding the costs 
as shall be agreeable to justice. 


XX. And it is hereby enacted, that if in 
the course of a suit the parties shall disagree as to 
the balance of an account, the Commissioner may 
direct that the account be referred to an Arbitrator 
nominated by the parties, or in default of such no- 
mination to an Officer of the Court, and such Ar- 
bitrator or Officer will report the amount due on 
either side, subject to any exceptions which the 
Commissioner will hear and decide. 


XXJ. And it is hereby enacted, that in all 
suits fur the breach of a contract which may be 
brought in the said Subordinate Civil Court if it ' 
shall be made to appear to the Commissioner that 
the contract may be performed without prejudice to 
the plaintiff, and that the defendant is able to per- 
forin it the Commissioner inay direct a specific per- 
formance of the contract, and enforce it by attach- 
ment. 


XXIJI. And it is hereby enacted, that the Com- 
missioner in his decree shall order how much of 
the amount of any fees which may have been paid 
or be payable to any Attorney or Barrister, shall 
be reckoned as costs between party and party, and 
what other expences incurred by the parties in 
prosecuting or defending the suit shall be reckoned 
as costs between party and party, and shall order 
in his decree which party shall pay cost to, the 
other, and to what amount: a Ae that no fees 
which may have been paid or be payable to any 
Attorney or Barrister shall be sn | as costs be- 
tween party and party unless the Commissioner 
shall be satisfied that the assistance of such At- 
torney or Barrister was reasonably required. 


XXIII. And whereas it is expedient that 
inconsiderate litigation should be discouraged, and 
that those who sue or defend inconsiderately should 
contribute towards the expences of the Juilicial 
Establishment :—It is hereby enacted, that:in every 
suit in the said Subordinate Civil Court the party 
or parties against whom the decree is made shall, if 
plaintiff or plaintiffs pay a fee equal to one-twentieth 
of thevalue claimed in the plaint, and if ‘defendant 
or defendants a fee equal to one-twentieth of the 
value decreed. 


XXIV. Provided that the Commissioner may 
remit such fee if he shall be satisfied that the part 
or parties against whom the decree ié mai 
reasonable ground for suing or defending. 

XXV. And whereas it is expedient thai 
ties to suits who prevaricate or wilfully make: 
statements should be punished :—It.ia heneby..ep- 
acted, that whenever the Commissioner is satastied

that any party to a suit in the said Subordinate 
Civil Court has by himself or his Agent prevari- 
cated or wilfully made a false statement, he may in 
his decree impose upon such party a fine not 
exceeding 200 Rs., and in default of payment may 
order such party to be imprisoned for a period 
not exceeding. 


XXVI. And it is hereby enacted, that the 
amount of the fees and fines aforesaid shall be 
paid monthly into the Treasury. 


XXVII. And it is enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners, or the majority of them, may from time 
to time make such Rules for the Regulation of the 
proceedings of the said Subordinate Civil Court as 
to them may seem meet, and as are not inconsis- 
tent with any thing in this Act contained; which 
Rules shall be in fofce from their date, and shall 
continue In force unless they shall be disallowed 
by the Governor General in Council within the 
space of three months from their date; provided 
that such Rules shall be laid before the Governor 
General in Council within the space of one inonth 
from their date. 


XXVIII. And it is enacted, that the Sheriff 
of Calcutta shall execute the process of the said 
Subordinate Civil Court, and shall, in respect to 
the execution of such process, be subject to the 
authority of the said Subordinate Civil Court, and 
shall for his trouble in executing such process 
receive from the Public Treasury such remune- 
ration a8 to the Governor General in Council shall 
seem meet. 

XXIX. Provided that such remuneration shall 
be ae eles to the quantity of labour imposed 
upon the said Sheriff in each month in the execu- 
tion of the said process. 

XXX. And it is enacted, that any suitor in the 
said Subordinate Civil Court who shall feel himself 
aggrieved by any decree thereof, may move the 
Supreme Court for a Rule to shew cause why the 
decree should not be altered or reversed, or for a 
Rule to shew cause why the said Subordinate Civil 
Court should not reconsider its decree, or fora 
Rule to shew cause why there should not be a new 
trial of the whole or any part of the facts on which 
ita decree is founded. 

XXI. And it is enacted, that the said Su- 
preme Court shall at its discretion grant or refuse 
any auch Rule. 

XXII, Provided always and it is hereby 
enacted, that the Supreme Court shall not* make 
anoles any such Rule if the decree of the Subor- 
inate Civil Court be consistent with the Justice, 
Conscience and Equity of the case: that is to say 
he Sitpreme Court shall be governed in its deci- 
S100, ape any motion: to make any such Rule ab- 
sdlute by the principles by which an English Court 
of Law would be governed in its decision upon a 
metiott to wiike absolute a Rule for a new trial when 
here ty no misdirection m point of Law by 
he J fore whomn the cause was tried. 


AXXIIT. And it is enacted, that any person 
deeming himself aggrieved by any commitment to 
prison or fine by the said Subordinate Civil Court 
may appeal from such commitment or fine to the 
said ae Court who shall thereupon make 
such order as justice may require. | 

AXXIV. And itis enacted, that any one of 
the Judges of the said Supreme Court may, when 
occasion shall so require, sit apart from the other 
Judges or Judge, as the case may be, of the same 
Court for the despatch of the business to be per- 
formed by the said Court under this Act at the 
same tine when (he other Judge or Judges, as the 
case may be, of the said Court, shall be sitting for 
the despatch of business in the said Snpreme Court, 
and that all proceedings whatsoever so had by and 
before such Judge, so sitting apart for the purpose 
aforesaid, shall be good, valid and effectual in the 
Law to all intents and purposes, as fully as if the 
proceedings were had before all the Judges of the 
said Court. 


XXXV. And it is enacted, that the Judges of 
the Supreme Court, or the majority of them, may 
from time to time make such Rules for the Regu- 
lation of the proceedings on appeals and motions 
before them as to them may seem meet and as are 
not inconsistent with any thing in this Act con- 
tained; which Rules shall be in force from their 
date and shall continue in force unless they shall 
be disallowed by the Governor General in Council 
within the space of three months from their date ; 
provided that such Rules shall be laid before the 
Governor General in Council within the space of 
one month from their date. 


XXXVI. And whereas, although the several 
provisions hereinbefore contained for the consti- 
tution of the said Subordinate Civil Court are all 
copied, more or less exactly, from the provisions 
for the constitution of the several sorts of Courts 
used in the Administration of English Law and 
Equity, yet the combination of the said several 
provisions in one Court is new and experimental ; 
and it might happen that suitors accustomed to 
the Administration of Justice by Civil Action at 
Law in Her Majesty’s Supreme Court, might feel 
agcrieved if they were deprived thereof, It is hereby 
declared and enacted, that nothing in this Act con- 
tained shall be construed to affect the jurisdiction 
now exercised by the said Supreme Court in Civil 
Actions at Law in the cases falling within the juris- 
diction of the said Subordinate Civil Court:

Ordered, that the said Draft be reconsidered 
at the first meeting of the Legislative Council of 
India after the 13th day of November next.

The following Draft of a proposed Act was 
read in Council for the first time on the 13th of 
March 1847. 


Act No. oF 1847. 
An Act for the Improvement of the Administration 
of Justice in the Supreme Court of Judicature 
at Fort William in Bengal. 


I. Whereas by the Charter establishing the 
said Court, it is provided that in case the party 
summoned by the summons or precept in nature 
of asummons which the said Court is thereby 
empowered to award shall not appear upon the 
return of such summons or precept as aforesaid 
according to the exigence thereof, the said Court 
is further authorized and empowered to award 
and issue a writ or warrant directed to the She- 
riff of Calcutta, usually called a capias of con- 
tempt, commanding him to arrest and seize the 
body of such person so making default, and to 
have his said body at such time and place as 
shall be specified in the said writ for that pur- 
pose before the said Court to answer the plaint; 
and whereas by the Rules and Orders on the 
plea side of the said Court under the “ Title of 
proceedings against a party in custgdy,” it is 
provided that where any plaint shall be filed 
against any person who shall be in custody at 
the time of filing the same and shall have had 
four days notice thereof, or being arrested shall 
be committed for want of bail and shall not have 
filed an appearance the plaintiff may file an ap- 
pearance with the Prothonotory for such de- 
fendant; and whereas it is desirable to abolish 
the power of imprisonment upon mesne process 
in all cases not hereinafter provided for, upon 
any process issued on the plea side of the said 
Court, and to subsetitut the following provisions 
for the said power of arrest and of entering an 
appearance for the defendant—Jt is enacted, 
that no capias of contempt shall be issued on 
the plea side of the said Court for the purpose 
of compelling or procuring an appearance to the 
plaint, but that if it shall appear to the satisfac- 
tion of the said Court upon the return of the 
writ of summons, and on affidavit or solemn af- 
firmation of the identity of the party that the

And it is enacted, that it shall be law- 
ful for the said Court upon the application 
of the plaintiff in the case of such defaults of 
appearance as are hereinbefore mentioned 
upon proof of the demand by affidavit or so0- 
lemn affirmation or otherwise to the satisfac- 
tion of the said Court, to award and issue a 
wiit of sequestration against the —. of 
such defendant which said writ shall have 
the like operation and effect, and be dealt 
with by and under the order of the said Court in 
like manner to all intents and purposes as is by 
the said Charter directed as to writs of sequestra- 
tion except so far as the provisions of the said

1V. ,And whereas by the Law of England 
the practice of arrest upon mesne process has 
been abolished except in certain cases, and it is 
desirable to assimilate the practice of the said 
Supreme Court on the plea side thereof to the 
Law of England in this respect with a due allow- 
ance for differing ciscumstances—It is therefore 
enacted, that no person shall be arrested upon 
mel ghee in any civilaction, whether com- 
menced before or after the time appointed for 
the commencement of this Act as hereinafter 
provided, under any writ issuing out of the said 
Court on its plea side except in the cases by this 
Act provided and allowed. 

V. And it isenacted, that ifa plaintiffin anv 
action in which the defendant was liable to be 
arrested on mesne process under the law in force 
at the time appointed for the commencement of 
this Act shall by the affidavit or solemn affirma- 
tion of himself, or of any other person, shew to 
the satisfaction of the snid Court or of a Judge 
thereof that such plaintiff has a cause of action 
against the defendant to the amount of Com- 
pany’s Rupees four hundred or upwards, or has 
sustained damage to that amount, or if he shall 
by like affidavit or affirmation to be filed as

And it is enacted, that if it shall ap- 
pear either from the pleadings or particulars, or 
any copy of any instrument or writing annexed 
to the pleadings in any action in the said court, 
or upon the evidence that the form of action has 
beei: mis-couceived either as to the whole or 
part of the subject matter of such action, the 
Court ahall have power at any stage of the cause 
before judgment to amend the _ proceedings 
either by amending the form of the plaint and 
other pleadings, or by striking out any count or 
counts or part thereof, or by causing the verdict 
to be vacated in part and entered up on any 
caunt or counts instead of generally, or other- 
wise, upon such terms as to costs or otherwise 
as to such Court shall seem just and fit, and if 
in any such case as aforesaid the said amend- 
ments cannot be made without a new trial by

XVII. And it is enacted, that if there be 
any muisjoinder of counts in any action in the 
said Court, the Court shall have power at an 
time and at any stage of the cause to amend the 
proceedings either by striking out one or more 
counts, or parts thereof, or otherwise, upoh such 
terms as to costs or otherwise as to such Court 
shall scem just and fit. 

XVIT. And it is enacted, that if there be a 
misjoinder of different rights of action in an 
action in the said Court, and the said misjoinder 
shall be objected to the said Court shall have 
power at any stage of the cause before judgment 
to amend the proceedings either by striking out 
one or more counts or parts thereof, or otherwise, 
upon such terms as to costs or otherwise as to 
such Court shall seem just and fit. 

XIX. And it is enacted, that every right of 
action for mesne porfits, or other damages to 
which a person dying after the time appointed 
for the commencement of this Act shall have 
been solcly entitled at his death, for any unlaw- 
rul possession of, or other trespass, injury or 
wrong in lis life time to his lands and heredita- 
ments, whether arising from commission or 
omission of any act or duty, shall survive to his 
Executors, Administrators or Representatives. 

XX. And it is enacted, that if upon the 
trial of any action tn the said Court, it shall ap- 
pear upon evidence that too many persons are 
joined as defendants therein no objection ghall 
be allowed at the said trial on the ground of va- 
riauce or otherwise by reason of such muisjoinder. 
Provided always, that the said Court shall upon 
such trial give its verdict for such defendant or 
defendants as shall not be proved to be liable 
to the demand of the plaintiffs in respect of the 
subject matter of such action; and provided al- 
ways, that if any such misjoinder appear from 
the pleadings and particulars, or ay’ ¢opy 
of any jnstrument or writing annexette the 
pleadings and be not demurred to, no-motién it 
arrest of judgment shall be made on the ground 
of such misjoinder, and that if such: misjoinder 
be demurred to, the Court shall have ‘power'dé 
well before as after the argument-of-sich'dé 
murrer to cause the record to be-aimen 
expunging the name of such personas shalt be 
improperly joiued as defendant therein. 


KXI. And it is enacted, that no plea in 
abatement of any action in the said Court shall 
be pleaded for uny nonjoinder of any petson as 

laintiff or defendant in the said action, and 
that the objection shall be taken in any such 
action to such nonjoinder in this mode only, 
viz. by plea to be termed a plea of nonjoinder 
of parties, which plea shall be in the form of a 
lea in abatement for such nonjoinder except 
that itshall not pray judgment of the plaint and 
that the same may be quashed; and after any 
such plea shall be pleaded it shall be lawful for 
the said Court to amend the proceedings by the 
addition thereto of such person or persons as it 
may be proper to add thereto, and to make such 
order as to costs and otherwise as to the said 
Court shall seem juste and fit, and no such ac- 
tion shall abate by reason of any such nonjoin- 
der; and if the suid defect appear from the 
leadings, particulars or any copy of any 
hisceument or writing annexed to the pleadings, 
it shall not be a ground of demurrer or of any 
motion to arrest the judgment in such action. 
Provided always, that to any such plea of non- 
joinder of a defendant the plaintiff may reply 
that such person named therein has been 
discharged by bankruptcy and certificate, or 
by a final order under an Act for the Relief of 
Jnsolvent Debtors; and provided always, that 
if upon any such plea of nonjoinder of a defen- 
dant the plaintiff shall cause the proceedings 
to be amended by adding as defendant the per- 
son named in such plea, and such, defendant 
shall be discharged therefrom by the verdict 
or judgment ofthe Court upon the ground that 
he or they ought not to have been joined as a 
co-defendant the plaintiff shall be entitled to re- 
cover over such costs as he shall be liable to pay 
to such defendant for whom such verdict or 
judgment shall be given, from such other de- 
fendant so pleading the nonjoinder as aforesaid. 
Provided always, that any such defendant who 
shall have pleaded the nonjoinder of any other 
erson as defendant in such action who shall 
have been added by the plaintiff as defendant 
in consequence of such plea shall be at libert 
to produce proof for the purpose of establishing 
the liability of such defendant so added as afore- 
said. Provided always, that nothing herein 
contained shall in any way affect the right of 
ny defendant against whom a judoment has 
een given to recover coutribution where an ac- 
lon fer contribution is by law muintainable in 
ny aetion te be brought in any Court against 
ny party or. parties so joined as defendant and 
ischarged as aforesaid. Provided always also, 
hatino tight of set-off shall be prejudiced by 
DY previsionin this Act contained, and that it 
hall be campetent for any defendant to plead 
setoff.in.dike. manner if the party to whom 
Uch set-off js alleged to be due was the only de- 
fondant which plea of set-off shall aver that he 








is alone liable to the plaintiff's demand in that 
action. 


XXII. And it is enacted, that an action at 
law shall be maintainable on the plea side of 
the said Court between one or more of several 
co-partners, joint contractors or joint owners, 
whether they be such as Executors, Adminis- 
trators or Representatives, or otherwise, against 
his or their co-partners, joint contractors or 
Joint owners for any demand of such a nature 
that the same between any parties would be the 
subject of an action at law. and that no such 
action shall be defeated by reason merely of the 
plaintiff and defendant, or any other person in- 
terested or concerned in such action being or 
having been members of the same partnership 
or such joint contractors or joint owners as afore- 
said. 


XXIII. And it is enacted, that the provi- 
sions in this Act coutained as to such action be- 
tween co-partners, co-contractors and joint 
owners as aforesaid are hereby extended to and 
shall include all causes of action arising between 
different bodies of persons who may be co-part- 
ners, co-contractors or joint owners inter se, 
though any such body may have some one or 
more of its members a common member or 
members of such different bodies, and in such 
cases such common member or members may 
be both plaintiff or plaintiffs, and defendant or 
defendants in the same suit. 


XXIV. And itis enacted, that in any such 
action between co-partners, co-contractors and 
joit owners as aforesaid, the defendant may 
plead as a set-off any matter for which he could 
maintain an action at law against the plaintiff 
and which may be the subject matter of a set-off. 


XXV. And it is enacted, that a demand in 
respect of any chose in action assignable in 
Equity and which 1s by this Act made assign- 
able at law may be set-off in any action at law 
wherein a plea of set-off is allowed, provided 
that the same is of such a nature as to be the 
subject matter of a vet-ofl, and in any action 
brought by a trustee, any sum due from or claim 
upon the cestin que trust to or by the defen- 
dant which is of such a nature as to be the sub- 
ject matter ofa set-off may be set-off against 
the demand of the plaintiff in such action; sub- 
ject always to any lien of such plaintiff on the 
trust fund for his indemnity. 


XVIX. And it ‘is enacted, that in ever 
action inthe said Court wherein a set-off sha 
be pleaded if the defendant shall prove a larger 
sui to be due to him than the sum which the 
plaintiff shall prove to be due to him, then the 
Court shall have power to give a verdict for the 
defendant for the balance sound due to him jf it 
shall appear to the said Court that the same may _ 
with a due regard to justice bedone. Provided 


always, that every set-off under this Act shall 
be pleaded in all causes where it is now neces- 
sary to plead a set-off. 


AXVII. And it is enacted, that all legal 
choses in action which are the subjects of an ac- 
tion at law, and which are or may be assignable in 
Equity shall be assignableatlaw for the same con- 


siderations and in the same manner as the same 
are assignable in Equity, and any assignee of any 
such chose in action may bring an action in his 
own name on the plea side of the Court in res- 
pect of any such matter or thing as afores1id 80 
assigned to him against the party originally lia- 
ble thereon which said party so originally lia- 
ble shall be sued in the like form as if the ac- 
tiog were brought in the name of the original 
agsignor, and in any such action it shall be sufhici- 
ent for such assignee in alleging his title to sue to 
state that the title of the original assignor came 
to himby assignment without stating any inter- 
mediate assignments, andin anysuch action pay- 
ment or other satisfaction tothe original assignor 
any intermediate assignee whether before or after 
assignment to the plaintiff may be pleaded, which 
plea of payment or satisfaction as aforesaid ifafter 
assignment to the plaintiffshall contain an aver- 
ment that the defendant had not notice atthetime 
of such payment or satisfaction of the assignment 
to the plaintiff, and upon any issue joined upon a 
traverse of such notice, proof of any facts which 
would constitute notice in a Court of Equity of 
such assignment in the like case shall be deemed 
to be sufficient proof of such notice. 


XXVIII. And it is enacted, that inall casesin 
which by reason of the loss of any instrument the 
party entitled, but for such loss to sue upon the 
same in an action at law would before the time 
appointed for the commencement of this Act have 
been forced to sue in a Court of Equity it shall 
be Iawful to sue in -the said Court in an action 
at law on the plea side thereof in like manner 
‘as if no such loss had occurred ; and it shall 
be lawful for the said Court upon. the applica- 
tion of the party sued upon such lost instrument 
to stay proceedingsinsuch action till the plaintiff 
shall give security to indemnify the defendant 
against any claims upon such instrument in case 
the same shall be afterwards produced in like 
manner and to the same extent as a Court of 
Equity would direct in the like case. Provided 
always, thatin any action upon such instrument 
the plaintiff shall describe the same in his plaint 
as lost. 


XXIX. And it is enacted, that in any action in 
thesaid Court whether commenced before or after 
the time appointed for the commencement of this 
Act it shall be lawful for the said Court upon the 
motion of either party on the plea side thereof up- 
on afiidavitor solemn affirmation disclosing such 
facta and circumstances that in the opinion of the 


Court the party so applying would be entitled to 
a discovery in support of or with a view to estab. 
lish a defence to the said action according to the 
principles upon which the said Court on its 
Equity side would act in giving discovery in the 
like cases, to granta rule calling on,the opposite 
party or parties, or any of them, to shew cause 
why such discovery should not be had and the 
proceedings stayed in the meantime, and the 
Court upon granting such rule shall if it thin} 
fit order the proceedings to be stayed, and upor 
the shewing cause against such rule, or if cause 
be not shewn against such Rule shall, if it shal 
think fit, make such order for the examinatioy 
of the party or parties by interrogatories in writ. 
ing to be exhibited by the party applying for 
such discovery and by examination viva voce a 
the trial or other previous stage of the cause, 0; 
by either ofthe modes aforesaid as it shall think 
fit, and the said Court shall have power to orde 
from time to time such interrogatories to be 
amended and such further interrogatories to be 
added as it shall consider the justice of the cas. 
to require, and to make such order for produc. 
tion of documents as it might make in the like 
case of a bill had been filed for discovery in such 
action, and to impose such terms upon the party 
so applying for such discovery as to the saic 
Court shall seem reasonable and just, and t 
make such order as to costs, and such other or 
ders as may be necessary to enforce such dis 
covery either by commitment for contempt or by 
ordering the matter of which discovery is sough 
to be taken pro confesso. 


XXX. And it is enacted, that nothing it 
this Act contained whereby any jurisdiction i: 
given to the said Court on the plea side thereo! 
over matters which before the time appointed 
for the commencement of this Act were cog: 
nizable by the said Court on the Equity 
side thereof shall have the effect of ousting 
the said Court of its jurisdiction over such matten 
on the Equity side thereof, or shall deprive any 
party of his remedy on the Equity side of the 
Court in respect of such matters. 


‘XXXI. And it is enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the said Court in any case in which # 
party shall be entitled to file a bill: for an-ac: 
count on the Equity side thereof upon the peti- 
tion of the party so entitled to the said Court en 
the Equity side thereof, supported by: -affidav 
or solemn affirmation, and upon due notice 
thereof to such persons as would have been n¢ 
cessary parties in case such bill had deeg file 
to direct such account to be taken, and auek ac 
count shall be taken accordingly; and it, 
lawful for the Court in like manner tomake svc 
further orders in the matter of the said, aecour! 
as might be lawfully made in case oneiribil had 
been tiled. 


XXXII. And it is enacted, that in any case 
inwhich ay party shall'be entitled to file a bill 
of interpleader in the said Court on the Equity 
side thereof, it shat] be lawful for the said Court 
upon ‘the petition of the purty so entitled as 
aforesaid, supported by affidavit or solemn affir- 
nation, and upen due notice thereof to stich 

ersons as would have been necessary parties 
in case‘such bill had beed filed to make such 
orders in the matter of the said petition as the 
said Court might make if such bill had been 
filed. 

XXXII. And it is enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the said Court in any case in which a 
party shall be entitled to file a bill on the Equi- 
ty side thereof for the payment ofa legacy, or 
any residue or share 8fa residue, or for any dis- 
tribution of property under any right of succes- 
sion, ab intestato or otherwise upon the petition 
of the party so entitled on the Equity side of 
the said Court, supported by affidavit or solemn 
afirmation, and due notice thereof to such per- 
sons as would have been necessary parties in 
case such bill had been filed to make such or- 
ders thereupon in like manner as if such bill 
had been filed. 


XXXIV. And it is enacted, that in any 
case in which a party shall be entitled to file a 
bill on the Equity side of the said Court for the 
purpose of obtuming the construction of any 
instrument, it shall be lawful for the Court upon 
the petition of the party so entitled to the said 
Court on the Equity side thereof, supported by 
afidavit or solemn affirmation, and upon due 
notice to such persons as would have been ue- 
areal parties in case such bill had been filed, 
to declare the construction of such instrument 
notwithstanding that the said petition may in- 
volve other matters, and to make such further 
orders in the matter of the said petition as might 
be lawfully made in case a bill had been filed. 


XXXV. And it is enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the Court to make such orders for 
compelling -a pearance to such petitions as 
aforesaid, and in default of appearance upon 
such petitions as shall be necessary to give 
effect to the provisions in this Act contained as 
to such petitions, and that all orders made on 
sueh petitions shall be binding in like manner, 
and shall be-enforced against such persons and 
in the ‘aame manner and by the like process as 
decrees ar orders to the like effect would have 
been enforond in case a bill had been filed. 


XXMWE ‘And it is enacted, that it shall be 
lawful fot the Waid Court upon any suitin Equi- 
ty fer'the specific. performance of an agreement 
ifthe Oetirt shall.be of opinion that there ought 
hot'to"bé'a specific performance tayaward da- 
mages'ferthe nen performance of the agreement 
In like manner as the Court might award da- 
mages in an action at law for the breach of the 


agreement; and in case the Court shall not be 
able to assess the same then to direct a refer- 
ence to the Master, or an issue for ascertaining 
the amount of the same; and it shall also be 
lawful for the said Court to direct the re-pay- 
ment of the purchase inoney, or so much thereof 
as shall have been paid, or of the deposit and of 
interest on the said purchase money or deposit. 

XXXVII. And it is enacted, that in any 
Equity suit in the said Court when any answer 
shall have been reported insufficient, and no ex- 
ceptions shall have been filed to such report or 
such exceptions shall have been overruled in the 
whole or in part, or not proceeded with, it shall be 
lawful for the Court, if it shall see fit, to direct the 
defendant to be examined upon interrogatories 
or viva voce in open Court, and to commit him 
till he shall have fully answered and shall have 
paid such costs as the Court shall award. 


XXXVIII. And it is enacted, that where any 
party in any suit in the said Court, whether insti- 
tuted before or after the time appointed for the 
comimencement of this Act, is directed to do 
any act either in any suit or proceeding by pe- 
tition in manner aforesaid on the Equity side 
thereof, or under the jurisdiction hereby given to 
the said Court on the plea side thereof over mat- 
ters which before the time aforesaid were mat- 
ters subject to the jurisdiction of the said Court 
on its Equity side only, and shall be in con- 
tempt for the non-performance thereof, it shall 
be lawful for the said Court to direct the same to 
be performed by some Officer of the Court, whe- 
ther the party bein custody for such contempt 
as aforesaid or not, and without prejudice to the 
right to proceed for such contempt with a view 
only to the recovery of any cost which the par- 
ty in contempt would have been liable to pay 
befure being discharged from his contempt. 


XXXIX. And it is enacted, that in the ad- 
ministration of assets by any Executor or Ad- 
ministrator under any Probate or Letters of, 
Administration to be granted after the time ap- 
pointed for the commencement of this Act, orm 
any suit for the administration of assets to he 
brought in the said Court after the time ‘afore- 
said, all assets, whether legal or equitable, shall 
be distributable and distributed pari pass¢e 
amongst the creditors in like manner and accord- 
ing to the same rules as if the whole were equi- 
table assets distributed under a decree of a 
Court of Equity. 


XL. And it is enacted, that the said Court 
shall have power on the Ecclesiastical or Ad- 
miralty side thereof as fully to all intents and 
purposes, and in the like manner ahd subject to 
the like conditions as on the 9 pene fags thereof, 
to direct and issue to be tried on the plea side 
of the Court, and every issue directed by the 
said Court on any of its sides so to be tried as 
aforesaid, shall be set down fr trial onthe plea 


side of the Court upon production to the proper 
Officer of the Court of a copy under the seal of 
the said Court of the order of the Court direct- 
ing such issue unless the order be made on the 
plea side of the Court, in which case it may be 
set down to betried upontheoriginal order which 
said copy, or which said order, as the case may 
be, shall alone be considered as the record on 
which such trial shall proceed, and the verdict 
shall be entered thereon, and no pleadings shall 
be had with a view tu the trial of any such issue, 
nor shall there be any other record than as 
aforesaid upon any such direction of an issue as 
aforesaid, and the said Court shall have power at 
any time after the making of such order for the 
trial of an issue as is aforesaid to issue process for 
the, attendance of witnesses on the trial of such 
issue, and shall have all the powers to issue com- 
missions for the examination of witnesses, or to 
take the evidence of witnesses debene esse, or for 
summoning witnesses, or for proceeding against 
any who may have been summoned for dis- 
obedience to the process whereby they were sum- 
moned, as well asin respect of all other matters 
and things, except as herein otherwise provided 
which it might exercise in any action, on the plea 
side of the Court, and every person wilfully 
swearing or affirming falsely upon such trial, or 
in any deposition under any commission Issued 
for the purpose of such trial, or in any affidavit 
or solemn affirmation relating thereto as to any 
matters material to the question then depending, 
shall be liable to be indicted for wilful and cor- 
rupt perjury if he shall have sworn falsely as 
atoresaid, or if he shall have aflirmed falsely as 
aforesaid heshall besubject upon aconviction for 
a misdemeanor for the said offence to the same 
pains, penalties and forefeitures to which per- 
sons convicted of wilful and corrupt perjury are 
or shall be subject. 


XLI. And it is enacted, that in al] suit on the 
Equity, Ecclesiastical or Admiralty sides of the 
Court wherein before the time appointed forthe 
commencement of this Act the evidence was 
taken by written deposition before the Examiner 
or other Officer of the Court, and wherein after 
the time aforesaid it shall be necessary to take 
the examination of witnesses, the witness shall 
be examined viva voce in open Court. Provid- 
ed always, that the evidence of such witnesses 
shall be reduced into writing and signed by the 
said witnesses and filed of record in the said 
Court. Provided always, that nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to extend to pre- 
vent the use of affidavits or solemn affirmations 
where such affidhvits or solemn affirmations 
ure by the course and practice of the said Court 
now admissable in any intcrlocutory proceedings 
in any suit on the said several sides of the said 
Court, or upon any application for Probate or 
Letters of Administration, or ad colligendum 
bona, or for the appointment of.a Curator, next 


friend, Guardian, Receiver, Trustee, or for the 
issuing or return of any commission, writ o; 
other process of the said Court, or relating to 
the sefvice or execution thereof, or upon any 
motion or petition, or summary application to 
the said Court on any of the said sides thereof rey. 
pectively. Provided always, that nothing here. 
in contained shall be construed to extend to any 
proceedings under any commission for the ex. 
amination of witnesses, nor to abridge the power 
of the said Court to issue any such commission, 


XLII. And it is enacted, that the Court shal 
have power to take the examination debene esge 
of any witnesses in open Court in any suit on 
the said several sides of the Court in like man- 
ner and subject to the same conditions, rules 
and provisions which appey to the examination 
of witnesses debene esse on the plea side of the 
said Court. 


XLUI. And it is enacted, that every in- 
quisition of Junacy to be holden within the local 
limits of Calcutta shall be holden betore the 
said Court, any former practice or usage to the 
contrary notwithstanding, and the trial shall be 
by a special jury of twelve men who shall be 
summoned in the usual manner of summoning a 
special jury. 


XLIV. And whereas by the Charter estab- 
lishing the said Supreme Court, the said Court 
is authorized and empowered to frame such rules 
of practice, and to make such standing orders 
for adiministration of justice and the due exercise 
of the Civil, Criminal, Admiralty, and Eccle- 
siastical Jurisdiction thereby created, and to do 
all such other things as shall be found necessary 
thereto so as the said Court shall from time to 
time transmit the same under the Seal thereof 
to Her Majesty, Her Heirs or Successors in Her 
or their Privy Couneil for the approbation, con- 
trol, or alteration of Her Majesty, Her Heirs or 
Successors. And whereas by an Act passed at 
a Session of Parliament holden in the second 
and third vears of the Reign of Her present 
Majesty, entitled “ An Act to confirm certain 
“ Rules and Orders of the Supreme Courts of 
‘ Judicature at Fort William and Madras, and 
“ to empower the same Courts and the Supreme 
* Court of Judicature of Bombay, to make Rules 
‘and Orders concerning Pleadings’ it was 
enacted amongst other things that the Supreme 
Court of Fort William should and might by any 
other Rules and Orders to be from time to tume 
passed by such Court make such further alter- 
ations in the mode of pleading in the said Caurt, 
or in the mode of entering and transcribing. 
pleadings, judgments and other proceedings 1 
actions at law or suits in Equity, or.any Civil 
or Ecclesjastical causes, and such reguiations 
as to the payment of costs and otherwise. for 
carrying into effect any such alterations :as to 
the said Court might seem expedient, subject to 


the provisoes in that Act contained as to the 
confirmation or disallowance thereof by the Go- 
yernor General of India in Council, and the alter- 
ing or reconsidering thereof by Her Majesty, 
Her Heirs, or Successors, and as to the power of 
pleading the general issue and giving the special 
matter in evidence in the cases therein mention- 
ed. And whereas it is desirable to prevent any 
doubts arising as to the power of the said Court 
to make such Rules and Orders and Regulations 
as may from time to time be necessary to give 
full effect to the provisions in this Act contain- 
ed—It is enacted, that the said Court shall 
and may make from time to time such Rules, 
Orders, and Regulations as to the mode of 
procedure in the said Court as may be neces- 
sary to give ‘full effect to all the provisions in 
this Act contained, and all such Rules, Orders, 
and Regulations shall be submitted for coufirm- 
ation or disallowance to the Governor General 
of India in Council immcdiately upon the mak- 
ing of the same, and every such Rule, Order or 
Regulation shall to all intents and purposes 
have full effect after it shall have been confirm- 
ed by the said Governor General of India in 
Jouncil, but any such Rule, Order, or Revula- 
tion when so confirmed shall be transmitted to 
Her Majesty, Her Heirs or Successors in Coun- 
cil, and shall be subject at any time to be alter- 
ed or rescinded by Her said Majesty, Eler Heirs 
or Successors in Council. Provided always, 
that no Rule, Order or Regulation to be made 


by virtue of this Act shall have the effect of 


depriving any person of the power of pleading 
the general issue, and giving the special matter 
in evidence in any case wherein he is now or 


hereafter shall be entitled to do so by virtue of 


any Statute or Act now or hereafter to be in 
force.

XLV. And it is enacted, that the word joint 
owners in this Act shall be construed to include 
all joint tenants, tenants in common, co-parce- 
ners or other joint proprietors, and the words 
plaintiff or defendant to include all the plaintiffs 
and defendants, or some of them, and whenever 
in describing any person or purty, matter or 
thing the word importing the singular number 
or the masculine gender only 1s used in this 
Act the same shall be taken to include several! 
persons or parties as well as one person or party 
and females as well as males, and several mat- 
ters or things as well as one matter or thing res- 
pectively, and the term person or party shall be 
taken: to include and shall be applied to a body 
corporate, unless in any of the before mentioned 
cases there be something in the subject or con- 
text repugnant to such construction. 


XLVI. And it is enacted, that this Act 
shall come into operation on the 


day of and 


that nothing herein contained shall affect or ex- 
tend to any action, suit, or other proceeding 
commenced before the time aforesaid except 
where it is otherwise provided.

An Act for facilitating the erccution of the Process 
of the Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort 
William in Bengal, and the taking of affidavits 
without the local limits of the jurisdiction of the 
said Court. 


J. Whereas by the Charter of the Supreme 
Court of Judicature at Fort Williain in Bengal, the 
process of the Court, except in certain cases, i3 
required to be addressed to and executed by the 
Sheriff of Calcutta, which in the case of parties 
resident without the local limits of the jurisdiction 
of the Court is often attended with unnecessary 
expense and other inconvenience. And whereas it 
is desirable to make provision for the execution of 
the process of the said Supreme Court without the 
local limits of its jurisdiction similar to those made 
for the execution of the process of the Courts of the 
Hon’ble the East India Company within the local 
limits of the jurisdiction of the said Supreme Court 
—It is enacted, that from and after the passing of 
this Act it shall be lawful for the said Supreme 
Court, notwithstandmg the terms of the said 
Charter when any process of the said Court ‘is to be 
executed against any person subject to the juris- 
diction thereof, and not resident within the local 
limits thereof, or against any property without such 
limits to issue any process which the said Court ia 
as may be empowered to issue, and to address the 
same to such person as it shall think fit, and to

II. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for the said Supreme Court or for any Judge 
thereof by a letter of request addressed to any 
Court, Judge, Magistrate, or Justice of the Peace, 
without the local limits of the said Supreme Court, 
enclosing or accompanied by two duplicate origi- 
nals of any such process as aforesaid to request 
that such process may be executed within the 
limits of the jurisdiction of such Court, Judge,
